covered a defalcation by the transfer 
and coupon clerk, Edward E. Carter 
amounting to about 830,000. Carter has 
been In the bank 29 years, beginning as 
messenger boy and be ng promoted from 
time to time till he reached his present 
position. Among other duties he was 
required to receive , and pay coupons 
and maturing or called bonds. 


On comparing tbe balance this morn- 


ing the officers discovered a discrepancy 
of some $28,000, which he accounted for 
by claiming to have paid in error that 
amount of bonds before maturity. When 
asked to produce the bonds he was un- 
able to do so and admitted his guilt, ft 
is not learned that he speculated or In- 
dulged in any vices. He claims to have 
used the money In living expenses. He 
was placed under arrest. The loss will 
not be serious for the bank, which has a 
capital of five million dollars and a sur-
